AN UNFAITHFUL TRUSTEE.

Commodore Blln‘hrldge‘u Daughter In
‘oart,

The N. Y. Commercial Advertiser of last
evening says:—

Commodore Bainbridge died in Philadelphia
in 1888, leaving a Iarge estate to his heirs.
Mary T. Bainbridge, his daughter, inherited a
portion of this pro r}y. Bhe subsequently
married one Charles B. Jaudon, and a relative
of the latter, Bamuel Jandon, became trustee of
the profem' owned by Charles’ wile.
Part o this  property consisted of
about $20,000 in Delaware and Rarilan
Canal stock, the certificates showing on their
face that Commodore Balnbridge's daughter was
thelr owner, and that they were held by Bamuel
Jandon umﬂf ns trostee. Samuel raised loans
on thege certificates from Duncan, Sherman &
Co. and the National City Bank. Samuel hum“r
to repay these loans, the partles who bad ad-
vanced them sold the certificates to relmburse
themeselves.

Commodore Balnbridge's dnnfhm now brings
sull in the United Btates Circuit Court to have
Duncan, S8herman & Co, and the National City
Bank restore these certificates to her with the
dividends and interest which have accrued, om
the ground that the loaners had 1 notice,
from the face of the certificates, at the time
they loaned money on them, that the certificates
were not owned by Samuel Jaudon, who hypo-
thecated them. e’complainant also prays the
removal of Bamuel Jaudon from his trusteeship,
on the ground that he has proved unfaithful to
his trust.

The trustee makes no ansawer. Duncan, Sher-
man & Co. plead ignorance of the fact that
Samuel Jaudon was not the real owner of the
certificates, and the National City Bank answers
that It supposed that Jaudon had the legul
power aud right to hypothecate the certificates.

Commodore Bainbridge's daughter alleges
that she wae ignorant of the fact that the cer-
tificates had been hypothecated until long afier
the time of such hypothecation, and never gave
her sapction to the traneaction,

After the points in the case had been argued
before Judge Blatchford, he took the papers,
reserving his decision.

The Grand Jury Presentment.

Court of Quarter Bessions—Tudge Peirce,

The Grand Jury for the March term haviog com-
pleted their labors this morning, made their linal
ﬁ;untm&nt to the court, They have acted upon
184 bilis, of which 185 were returned as true bllls and
158 have been ignored. The greater portion of the
ignored bills were for cases which the Grand Jary
were of opinion should have been ended in the
maglstrates’ offices, and in this connection It ap-
peared that the discretionary powers with which
commitiing

magistrales were invested were
nol  properly exercised. In  many Ccascs

& Wrong was committed st the accused, who,
naving 0 maliciously unjustl OM‘& with
crime, were imprisoned in default of bail until sach
time as a heariog could be had before a Grand Jury,
Trivial cases, not woriby of a public hearing, were
acted upon by these msglstrates as thon h the
were of frn'e importance—as an fostance of whi
was cited & case in which a little girl abont five
years of age was charged with an assanlt and bat-
tery for makiog faces at the accuser, and was now
under bail In 400 to kev% the peace, and had she
been upable to farnish the badl the child would have
been thrust into prison,

The evils connected with the present system indicate
the necessity of a reform in the pollce magistracy of
I’hiladelphia, especially In the mode of compensa-
tion, Bo long g# the emoluments of the office de-
pend upon the event and costs of conviction, justice
will be overlooked, the magistrates become brokers
in crime, and alders and abettors in spitefol and
private quarrels. The ends of justice would be
more attainable were the police magistrates removed
from political influences by a change In their mode
of appointment; if mmold their oMoee during ﬁod
behavior, were requ 1o be learned in the law,
and were adequately compensated by fixed salaries,

In examining into the causes of crime it was found
that the origin in two-thirds of the cases was the
use of intoxi_ating ligquors, the banefol effects of
which upon society could not be too forcibly de-
pleted. From the Warden of the Penltentiaryfit
was learned that of 318 prisoners admitted last year
800 of them were addicted to this vice, The same
appiled o the County Prison, where of the commit-
ments in 1870, numbering 15,488. 19,206 were tracea-
ble to Intemperance.,

The stereotyped mention of visits to pubilc insti-
totions waus made,

Judge Peirce sald that the remarks of the Grand
Jury were deserving of whe most serious attention.
They had  called notice  to
affected  the very  vitals of Bogiety,
and he sincerely hoped their presentment would not
fall dead upon the public ear. Yot he t ht the
corrective power was not with the courta, the public
prosecutor, or the Mayor of the clty, for they had
duties to rer(orm which were reatricted to the ad-
ministration of public jnstice and the preservation
of 1he public peace, and could not step beyond these
to Institute mensures for the suppression of an lnju-
rious custom. The Court ana Disirict Attorney
were empowered only Lo uot upon matters ted
to them, and were not to take the initiative, The
remedy was WwWith the body of the people,
and they only oould apply It with any
good result, The great fanlt seemed to be the inac-
Vivity of the publie, who see evils grow under them
and passively look for rellel from those public gu-
thorities to whom they hive not given the power to
aia them. Fach man mlfu::l and yot seems to think
that it 18 bis nelghbor's husiness and duty to take
s0me sleps to correct the matter, This was a grave
mistake, Cltizens should know thai & publle
18 anoffense against esch and every private indi-
vidual, and It 1s his right to make charges and press
rmum-uuonl against the gullty parties. When this

des was onoe mo‘ﬁnlud and soted upon, we should
have 4 better condition of society, Thanking the
T-mlemrn for their valnable public services, the
udge discharged them.
